When the Lions' club lirst began this activity, there 


was some criticism on the ground that the plan took 
good jobs away from men who had families to support. 
But as the plan worked out. it soon became recognized 
that the work performed by the students was usually of 
such a nature that it did not attract heads of families. 
For Instance, a student might tend a furnace for a 
family and receive in return the free use of an odd bed- 
room In the home. A working man would not be inter- 
ested in such a. job at all. 


Bwt tho greatest good of the employment plan for 


students is that H elevates the standards ot the students 
at the university. 
If a young man or >oung woman 


wants an education badly enough to work his or her way 
through school, one may rest assured that education will 
mean something to that person. The pity is that some 
who want an education so badly must obtain it at great 
difficulties while scores of others who neither recognize 
the value of an education or would know iaarning if 
thsy saw it, find it such an easy matter to turn their 
college years into four years of plaj. It certainly >f- 
hooves e-^eryone to assist any student striving to work 
his way through school, for that one will know the value
